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GRAIN TOLL GATES NOT ALLOWED. 


The Privy Council has thrown out the appeal 
of the province of Manitoba against a decision of 
the Supreme Court of Canada which declared the 
Grain Futures Tax Act of that province to be| 
ultra vires. The effect is that Manitoba cannot | 


collect taxes on the trading operations in 
“‘futures’’ carried on in the Winnipeg Grain Ex- 
change. 


The decision is important to the other two} 


grain growing provinces, even more than it is to 
Manitoba. The bulk of the grain which is bought 
end sold in Winnipeg does not grow in Manitoba. | 
Alberta grows twice as much wheat as Manitoba, 
and Saskatchewan several times as much. In effeci 
the Manitoba Government undertook to collect on 
the grain from these other two provinces as it 
passes through en route to the oversea markets. 

A tax of any kind imposed on trading in grain | 
works back finally to the man who grew the 
grain. The buyer who has to pay the tax deducts 
it from the price he is willing to pay, and the man | 
who stands the loss is the one who produces the | 
grain—and who has to sell it to somebody. The 
farmers of Saskatchewan are the chief winners in | 
this decision of the Privy Council, with those of| 
Alberta ranking second and the Manitoba farm- 
ers last and least concerned. 

Had the Manitoba law stood the test it can) 
only be supposed that British Columbia would | 
sooner or later have got around to imposing a like 
toli upon Alberta grain shipped to the Pacific | 
ports. The Alberta farmer therefore is @ pro-| 
spective gainer not only on the wheat he ships 
east, but on all the grain he grows in future, by 
whatever route he ships it. And had the law 
stood fire there is no way of knowing how much 
toll would have been demanded from him; pro-} 
bably ‘‘all that the traffic would bear."’ 

THE PUBLIC AND THE BUDGET. 

Comment on the budget brought down by Hon. | 
Mr. Robb on Tuesday indicates that it is meeting | 
with general approval and with comparatively 
little hostility from the public. The changes in| 
the tariff and other forms of taxation are natur-| 
ully the features to which attention is chiefly | 
drawn, and these seem to be generally acceptable. | 
Vancouver merchants express & view which may |} 
be supposed to be quite common; that further re- 
duetions in sales taxes would be welcome. 
Abont the only adverse comment comes from in- | 
dustrial centres in Ontario and Quebec, where it | 
is held that the inereased duties on slack and 
bituminous coal will affect the price of artificial) 
gas aud raise the cost of fuel to manufacturing | 


slants. | 
A Minister of Finanee commonly has to judge | 
the publie attitude toward his financial policy by 
what is said in condemnation of it rather than by 
what is said in approval of it. Except on those 
rare oceasions when a tax-slashing campaign cam 
be indulged in, negative praise is about the best 
that can be looked for. Mr. Robb may take sat- ! 
jisfaction in noting that, if financial conditions 
forbade him to arouse popular enthusiasm by | 
announcing a further substantial reduction in| 
taxation, the changes he has made are received | 
with a minimum amount of complaint. 

Of the changes in the tariff the increase of 
duties on slack coal and bituminous coal are per- 
haps the most important. A hope is expressed by 
the Premier of Nova Scotia that this readjust- 
ment offers an opportunity to end the deadlock 
in the mining areas of that Province and to mar- 
ket Nova Scotia coal in Quebec at prices which 
Will give a fair profit to the operators and fair 
pay and steadier employment to the miners. That 
in itself would justify the imposition of the! 
duties, if the shut down of the Nova Scotia mines 
has resulted in conditons as serious as reported. 

The significance of these increases may be 
more important than the immediate effect. They 
ave in the way of an experiment as to the prac- 
ticability of using the tariff to make Canada self- | 
dependent in the matter of fuel. If the industrial 
and other consumers of Quebec and Ontario wil! 
not stand for this moderate amount of ‘‘protec-. 
tion’’ for the mines Of Nova Scotia, the project of 
vetting them to shut the ports against U.S. coal 
and depend upon Nova Scotia and Alberta for 
their entire fuel supply may as well be abandon- 
ed. If they are willing to make this concession in | 
the interest of the Canadian mining industry, | 
there will be some ground to think they would! 


consent to the larger one. 


THE INDEMNITY ONCE MORE. 

Mr. Davidson's bill to reduce the indemnity | 
of the member of the Legislature by instalments 
does not seem to meet with any more favor on Gov- | 
ernment side of the house than did the proposal | 
of the Opposition leader that the compensation | 
should be cut immediately, substantially and at} 
‘tone fell swoop.’’ The Calgary member offers 
a compromise plan. He would make no change 
in the allowances for the present session, but! 
would reduce the indemnity by $150 next year 
ond a fwrther $100 the year following. The indem- 
nity now is $2,000 per session. Under the proposed 
plan of graduated reduction it would be $1,750 
three years henee. The rate of reduction would 
be 121-2 per cent 
Opponents of the reduction, in the majority, 
though not exclusively, Government supporters, 
argued on Wednesday that they were worth all 
they got for attending a session, and that the 
indemnity has to eover as well the time they lose 
between sessions looking after the interests of 
{their constituents. Attorney General Brownlee! 
emphasized that view by saying the public could! 
not expect to get the best brains in the province. 
into the Legislature unless the indemnity were 
fairly high. That, of caurse, is flattering to the 
members of the Legislature, and by the same 
token not so very flattering to those who are not 
members, If the best that this assemblage of 
superior intellects can do is to spend every year 
« half million dollars or so more than there is apy, 
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chance or hope of collecting, the man on the street 
may feel tempted to think that it might be no mis- 
take to try what a legislature of second-raters 
could do. 


It is suggested that, as an off-set to the large | 
Legislature | 


indemnity, the membership of the 
might be reduced. That has Been talked of for 
some years, but nothing has come of it, it is doubt- 
ful if anything ever will come of it, and doubtful 
also whether the change would be desirable. Al- 
berta is a large province. Its people are scattered 
over an enormous territory, and facing pioneer 
conditions. Their interests and requirements are 
many and vary with local circumstances. The re- 
presentative of the average rural constituency 
has quite all he can do to keep iu intelligent touch 
with all parts of it. 
would simply mean that the taxpayers would be 
less efficiently represented than they now are. 
More members, rather than fewer, would seem to 
be the logical course of political evolution in a 
country of the kind. And if the indemnity were 
reduced the public could be given more represen- 
tatives at the same cost. 

The reduction of the indemnity is not a matter 


| of major importance in itself. The gain would not 


be so much in the money saved as in the fact that 
the members would set a pace for retrenchment 


| and thereby place themselves in position to scale 


down expenditure all along the line without any- 


| body being able to charge them with inconsis- 


tency. Until they gave a lead of that kind the 
hope that they will make an end of the annual 
deficit is by no means bright. In fact the Gov. 
ernment supporters would probably invite their 
own defeat if while demanding war-time indem- 
nities for themselves they attempted to cut the 
expenditure on public services down to the 
amount that the revenue would cover.

CLAIM DISCOVERY 
INCREASES CURATIVE 
POWER OF RADIUM 


LONDON, March 26—-The experts 
of Middlesex hospital ig London. 
the centre of British radium ra- 
search, have announced an import- 
ant discovery enabling the curative 
value of any given quantity of ra- 
}dium to be multiplied thousands of 
times. je 

Briefly the discovery consists in 
bottling radium gas, known as ra- 
don, in tiny glass tubes. Radium 
emits three kinds of rays, known as 
alpha, beta and gamma, but hither- 
to only the gamma rays have been 
harnessed. The present success .on- 
cerns the beta rays, which experts 
;}now are capturing, purifying, con- 


| densing and confining in glass tubes 


a littie thicker than a human hair 
to which is given the namo ‘‘seeds.”’ 

These seeds, they are prepared to 
distribute to other hospitals for cur- 
; ative purposes and suggeat they may 
prove useful] in treating cancer, al- 
though they deprecate the idea “hat 
they are likely to prove revolution- 
ary or offer a sure cure.
